Reasons for Allowance 



3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The newly added 
claims after RCE contain limitations from independent claims previously indicated as allowable 
by the Examiner in Paper No. 5. For example, an image observation apparatus with a display 
optical means for guiding a plurality of parallax images to a plurality of regions of an exit pupil, 
wherein the peripheral regions have a greater area than the other regions and the regions other 
than the peripheral regions are equal or less in area than the pupil of the eye does not appear to 
be covered by the prior art of record.
